PROMOTION OF HELLENIC 
STUDIES 


Professor Puroy Gardoer presided last week 
at the annaal mseting of the Society for the 
Promotion of Hallenic Studies, held at Bar 
lington House. The report read by Mr. 
George A. Macmillan, the hon.. secretary, re- 
torred to the lo-s sustained by the society in 
the death of the late President, Sir Richard 
Claverhouse Jobb. An important departare in 
the constitation was the -creatioa of Stadent 
Associates. The Coancil bad long felt that 
there was a class of younger students specially 
interested in the objecta of the society, and 
by inclination and training likely to be*usefal 
members, who were debarred owing to the 
entrance fee from coming forward as candi 
dates. Protessor Gardner in his address spoke 
of the progress made in recent discoveries 
in that branch of Hellenic learning which 
is concerned with the remaias of ancieot 
Greece. He pointed out that althongh exca 
vations had procesded n° many Greek 
sites each as Epbesus, Lindus, Pergamue, 
andl Miletas, strikiog discoveries had been 
few. The discoveries at ancient Sparta, 
mate by Mr. Bosanqret and his colleagues st 
the British School at Athens, gave great hope 
for the futare, and this place had now been 
made over to the Eaglish as a place of research 
The Athenian Acropolis was desrast to them 
4s phil Hellenes. Daring the year that sscred 
site bad somewhat changed its appearance 
throagh the partial rest»ration of the Brech 
theiam. No qaestion hid been more discossed 
in arcbe: ological circles than the propriety of 
tebvilding the partly surviving temples of 
Greeor. The Parthenon had only been repaired 
to ptovent its falling, bat the qrestion was not 
whether more pillars should be set op, bat 
whether some of the scalptared freize which 
still remained /n sifu should be removed aod 
placed in the masqam since it seemed to be 
periehing from the sotion of the climate. 
Professor Gaid .er was elected present for 
five years, aod Mr. Cacil Sith, Keeper of the 
Department of Greek and Roman Antiqaitie: 
in the British Moseom, gave an illostrated 
commanication on the pediments ot the 
Parthenon.
